nemrive.review of the array career of General Pershing, command- 
er, in-chief of the expedition sent after Yilla, that shows the pecu- 
llir qualifications possessed by him for the work in hand. An ab- 
itrait of the-article, "Pershing On The Trail", is appended and 
will -he foundof interest: 


• ' "Aa'long.ago as 1887 General Miles, one of that group of. In- 
dira fighters and plainsmen whose valor gave distinction, if not 
glory, to bnr little army in the years succeeding the 
Civil War, 


ttonght it worth while to commend officially a young lieutenant oi 
the'Sixtl Cavalry for "marching his troop, with pack train, over 
rough country, 140 miles in forty-sis hours, bringing in every ani- 
iruui anoVmari in good conidtion." • 
. 
'The young, officer—he was a second lieutenant, only one year 


ont o£ West Points-was John J. Pershing, a native of 
Missouri, 


•who lad come out the year 'before, just in time to join the opera- 
tions that resulted in the rounding up of Geronimo, the famous 
Ap»che chief whose depredations and treachery had engaged the 
attention.of Generals Crook and Miles for a period of two years 
and had severely strained the resources of 
the 
entire 
Tjuited 


States Army as it was at that time organized. 


It will be recalled that the wily Indian Who defied the United 


States Government so successfully for so long a period had to be 
pursued into Mexico over some of the same ground now 
being 


tr«v*IsM-Dy,.the American expeditionary force in search o£ Villa, 
tlfore'he c'oiiid be captured. A similarity at once suggests itself 
between .the operations of 1916 in that forbidding land and those 
of 1885-87. In each instance the renegades 
were supplied 
with 


arms and. munitions of American make, were thoroughly familiar 
with the mountainous country in which they took refuge, 
were 


ready to Btop at no act of cold-blooded atrocity 
to 
accomplish 


their immediate purpose, and were 
animated 
by 
consuming 


hatred of their pursuers, tinged possibly by a strain of contempt. 


"On March 15, 1916, General Pershing, at the head of a cav- 


alry column far more imposing than that which he had com- 
manded, as a lieutenant, twenty-nine years before, rode across 
the international boundary into Mexico 
and 
within 
forty-two 


inarching hours, despite the lack of water and the roughness of the 
country, covered 110 miles. 
For so large a body of mounted men, 


this average advance of thirty-three miles a day compares not un- 
favorably with the record made by the same officer in 1887. 
The 


•vim and dash that then won praise for the young subaltern now 
command, in the seasoned general, the whole country's 
admira- 


tion. 


"General Pershing spent ten years in the Southwest, and that 


period of service, even if he had no further training as a soldier, 
gave him precisely the equipment and seasoning required for the 
work that has now been committed 
to him. That decade of 


soldiering included, in addition to the pacification of the Apaches, 
the adjustment of difficulties between the 
whites 
and 
hostile 


Znnis in Arizona, and participation in the last Indian campaign 
that our army has been called upon to make—that against 
the 


Sioux in 1890-91. All in all, when Pershing was ordered 
cast 
in 


1896, he had seen about every form of active service that was pos- 
sible at that period for any officer of our army. 


"The brief Santigo campaign in the war with Spain 
meant 


little to Pershing save that it gave him his chance ns nn 
officer 


in tie Tenth Cavalry (colored troops) to display a 
coolness and 


bravery under fire which his colonel, a veteran of the Civil War, 
said he had never seen equaled. 
He was promoted for gallantry 


»t the battle of El Caney. 


"Like Lawton and others of our 
army 
officers 
who had 


•erved an apprenticeship at Indian fighting in 
the 
Southwest, 


Pershing was sent to the Philippines to help reduce the insurgent 
native population to a state of order. The magnitude of this task 
baa never been appreciated in the United States. 


"One of the most diffcult ot all the tasks required of our army 


in the Philippines was the subjugation of the hostile Moros in the 
island of Mindanao. The performance of this unpleasant duty fell 
to Captain Pershing. The raids of the warlike Moro tribes on the 
coast towns o:' the island were checked by Pershing's brilliant vic- 
tory in the fight at Bayan, hut the Sultan of 
Racolod 
remained 


obdurate, and the various strongholds of this tribe had to be de- 
molished before obedience could he secured. After forty of these 
forte had been destroyed.with a loss of only two American lives, 
the subjection of Mindanao was completed and Pershing 
became 


the military governor.

routine of his profession. At the age of 
fifty-six, 
after 
thirty 


years of service in the army (most of those years actually in 
the 


field), it may be said that no American officer is better _ entitled 
to high command and none more worthy of the 
natiou's 
confi- 


dence as regards the special duty to which he has been assigned, 
than John J. Pershing." 


American exports for February reached a total of $409,836,525 


according to an announcement made today by the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce, of the Department of Commerce. 
Tliis is the highest point ever reached by the export trade in this 
country and exceeds the high mark for December, 1915, by $50,- 
000,000. It exceeds the total for January by $83,000,000. 
The de- 


line in January had been taken in some quarters to mean 
that 


the record figure for December had marked the high tide in 
the 


flow of American exports. 
The total exports for the 
first 
eight 


months of the fiscal year 1916, arc $2,586,301,570 and it now seems 
probale that the exports for the whole fiscal year will reach $4,000,- 
000,000. 


February imports also set a new high record, being valued at 


$193.935,117, which is about $10,000,000 more than 
in January, 


and much above the total for any earlier February. 
Over two- 


thirds of the month's imports entered free of duty.

The American Review of Reviews for April "gives a compre- 


hensive review of the army career of General Pershing, command- 
er in chief of the'expedition sent after Villa, that shows the pecu- 
liar qualifications possessed hy him for the" work in hand. An ab- 
stract of the article, "Pershing On The Trail", is'appended and 
will be found of interest: 


"As long ago as'1887 General Miles, one of that group of In- 


-, diau fighters and plainsmen, whose valor gave* distinction, if not 
glory, to our little army in the years succeeding the Civil War, 
thought it worth while to commend, officially a young lieutenant of 
the Sixth Cavalry for "marching his troop, with pack train, over 
rough country,' 140 miles in forty-six hours, bringing in every ani- 
man and man in good c'onidtion."

out of West Point—was John J. Pershing, a native of Missouri, 
who had come out the year before, just in time to. join the opera- 
tjons that resulted in the rounding up of Geronimo, the famous 
Apache chief whose depredations and treachery had engaged the 
attention of Generals Crook and Miles for a period of two years 
and had severely strained the resourcesi of the 
entire tJnited 


States Army as it was1, at that time organized. - 


It -Bill be recalled that the wily Indian who defied the United 


States Government so successfully for so long a period had to be 
pursued into Mexico over some of the same ground now being 
traversed by the American expeditionary force in search of Villa, 
befoie he pould be captured. A similarity at once suggests itself 
between the operations of 1916 in that forbidding land and those 
of 1885-87. In each instance the renegades were supplied with 
arras and munitions of American make, were thoroughly familiar 
with the mountainous country in which tliey took refuge, 
were' 


ready to stop at no act of. cold-blooded atrocity to accomplish, 
their immediate purpose, and were animated' • by ''consuming 
hatred of their pursuers,, tinged possibly by 'a strain of contempt. 


"On March 15, 1916, General Pershing, at the head of a cav- 


alry column far more imposing than that . which ' he _ had .com- 
manded, as a lieutenant, twenty-nine years before, rode across 
the international boundary into Mexico 
and 
5 within forty-two.
